Red Cross nurses on European battle- 
fields will be known as “‘sisters,’’ writes 
Miss Hay, general superintendent of the 
nurses, in a letter made public by. Red 
Cross headquarters. Miss Hay, now 
known as “Sister Helen,” explains the 
custom was adopted because it will be 
easier for the sick and wounded to re- 
member Christian names prefixed by 
“sister’’ than if the American style of 
“Miss Hay’’ is retained. 

The voyage of the Red Cross from 
New York to England was interrupted 
only once. A British cruiser played its 
searchlights on the ship, but when the 
Red Cross signal was flashed it was 
accepted promptly and the cruiser sailed 
on. 


Gerard Takes Up Question of 
Food Supplies for Brussels 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 12.—Acting Secre- 
tary of State Lansing said today that 
the question of delivery of the food 
supplies now held in England to desti- 
tute Belgians in Brussels had been taken 
up with the German Foreign Office by 
Ambassador Gerard in Berlin. Mr. Lans- 
ing explained that some delay could be 
expected. 

Officials here are inclined to doubt that 
the Belgians are being allowed to starve. 
Berlin already has denied the allegation. 
The State Department does not antici- 
pate any trouble in arranging for safe 
delivery of the foodstuffs, which the 
British Government is holding until as- 
sured that the supplies will not fall into 
German hands. 


Aviators Lost Their Machines After 
Return to Antwerp. 
LONDON, Oct. 1l.—The British 
aviators, who made a successful flight 
to Dusseldorf and destroyed a Zeppelin, 
lost their machines after they re- 
turned to Antwerp, it is stated.

BLOW TO ENGLAND 


It Puts Army Nearer Enemy It 
Desires to Conquer, German

England. Unlimited value is attached 
to this German victory, which surpasses 
all other single achievements of the war 
and will probably lead to an entire 
change in the whole situation.” 

Vandalism is the charge which the 
Vossiche Zeitung brings against Britain.

The Kolnische Zeitung, in an article 
written while the bells of the Cologne 
Cathedral were ringing in celebration 
of the fall of re i declares the Ger- 
mans from heart and soul desired to de- 
stroy the power and prestige of the En- 
glish people with the Belgian people. It 
continues: 

“We desire to be their friends. They 
(the Belgians) are the people who have 
been seduced, but regarding the English, 
we have no regrets, for we shall have 
no peace in the world until the might 
of England is destroyed. At Antwerp 
we hope the Belgians have not suffered 
severely, and now that their last bul- 
wark has been leveled, we trust Ger- 
many will push on toward the Straits 
of Dover, where we shall be nearer to 
the enemy we desire to fight.”’ 


Germans Levy $100,000,000 Indemnity 
on Antwerp; Advance Toward Ghent 


LONDON, Oct. 12—Germany has im- 
posed a fine of $20,000,000 pounds sterl- 
ing, ($100,000,000) on Antwerp as a war in- 
demnity. 

A dispatch to the Exchange Tele- 
graph Co., from the Hague, dated Sat- 
urday, says that, according to trust- 
worthy information from Belgium the 
Germans are advancing swiftly toward 
Ostend with the object of making the 
King, Queen and gcvernment officials 

eof Belgium prisoners. It is said the 
Queen has departed for England. 

The story of Antwerp’s fall and the 
scenes that preceded it, is beginning to 
drift in both in dispatches and by word 
of mouth from refugees and newspaper 
correspondents, who managed to get to 
Folkstone by boat from Flushing.

Additional details of the shelling of 


Antwerp indicate that the damage was 
not as great as at first reported. The 
damage inflicted on the city by the 
Gérman artillery may be set off in large 
measure by the great destruction 
wrought on German shipping in the har- 
ber by the Belgians.

Bands Lead Troops Inte Town. 
The occupation of the city was quite 


orderly, bands playing at the head of 
the victorious troops. The Governor 
announced that he would request the 
Burgomaster to assist him in the ad- 
ministration of the town—another way 
of saying that the Burgomaster is to 
be held as a hostage. The latter is- 
sued appeals to the inhabitants to sur- 
render any arms they possessed and to 
give the Germans no excuse for punish- 
ing them further. The Governor issued 
a set of stringent regulations concern- 
ing the behavior that would be exactcd 
of the inhabitants, under penalty of 
death. 

One of the most interesting descrip- 
tions of the fall of Antwerp is given 
by a correspondent of the Daily Chron- 
icle. He says that thousands of per- 
sons who could not get away sought 
refuge in their cellars while the town 
was in flames in fully twenty places. 

One of the most distressing features 
of the siege was the destruction by Ger- 
man shells of the city’s reservoir, near 
Fort Waelhem. This shut off the sup- 
ply of water to all the city except 
where a few artesian wells made a feeble 
attempt to replenish the supply. That 
was why no attempt was made to 
quench the fires started by the shells. 
Water was too scarce. 

Throughout Thursday night the con- 
tihuous bombardment made the sky 
oyer the city dreadful to look upon, this 
correspondent says. Shells fell in all 
parts of the town in numbers ‘varying 
from five to thirty a minute, and any 
attempts to traverse the streets was 
dangerous.

At a nearby hotel some American 
newspaper men were staying, including 
a photographer. The latter prepared a 
cellar to be used as a dark room, but 
before he could use it two shells had 
destroyed the house that stood over it. 
The photographer was not in the cellar 
at the time.

Car Blinds Down as British 
Nurses Rode Past Kiel Canal 


COPENHAGEN, Oct. 12.—-Undis 
mayed by their terrible experience 
in Brussels and their enforced jour- 
‘hey of three days through Belgium 
and Northern Germany, some mem- 
bers of the British Red Cross and St. 
John’s Ambulance Corps, which ar- 
rived here Friday night, have decided 
to go to Petrograd, to seek service 
on the field with the Czar’s army or 
in war hospitals in Russia. 

The party is composed of 30 En- 
glish doctors and 120 nurses, who 
went to Brussels at the beginning of

ground that it had no further use 
for them. 

“When we left Brussels last Tues- 
day,” a nurse related to the Post- 
Dispatch correspondent, “the city was 
calm but subdued. There was a feel- 
ing that something was going t»% 
happen. Troops were passing back 
and forth. After we were imprisoned 
we were treated fairly well, except 
on the journey through Germany, 
when soldiers stood fully armed tin 
the corridors all the way to Ham- 
instruments were taken from us. 

“At a place near the frontier the 
doctors and nurses were searched, 
and our knives, scissors and surgical 
instruments weer taken from u. 

“We only knew when we were pass- 
ing the Kiel canal by the increased 
rigor of the military guards. All the 
blinds and peepholes were guarded 
by soldiers on the footboard. Anyone 
who attempted to look out would 
have been shot.”

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Germany Must Keep 
Men tn North to Take 
Ostend, Says Expert

T immediate value of Antwerp

to the Germans is found in the 

fact that it establishes their 
position in Belgium solidly. Hither- 
to, with the Scheldt fortress in the 
hands of the Belgians, the Germans 
have been in the position of an as- 
sailing force which had carried the 
outer works of a fortress, but was 
still outside the citadel. 

Just so long as the BRelgians hel4 
Antwerp the Germans had no safe 
line of defense north and west of the 
Meuse and the Sambre. They were 
compelled to hold this line, fortified 
by the fortresses of Liege, Namur 
and Maubeuge, in great strength, 
both to protect their lines of com- 
munication and to assure their po- 
sition in Belgium, which remained 
the one available gate to France. 

In case of an eventual retreat from 
the Aisne, the Germans were con- 
fronted with the possibility of an at- 
tack from the north, the west and 
the south at the same time, and their 


defensive line would have to follow 


the outline of a huge V, with the 
points on Liege and Metz, Such a 
tremendous extension of lines would 
require immense forces to hold them, 
and the advantage of numbers was 
bound to be against them. 
Straightens the Line. 

Antwerp taken, the whole German 
line straightens out automatically 
and follows the Scheldt south from 
Antwerp by Gheht in a broad circle 
to the French frontier. Three-quar- 
ters of Belgium is now solidly held. 
All danger of attacks from the north, 
of raids upon their line of commu- 
nication vanishes. Save for the little 
block of territory between = the 
Scheldt and the North Sea, the whole 
of King Albert’s kingdom, with 
whatever resources it still retains, 
is in German possession. 

First of all, then, the Germans 
have completely established them- 
selves. in Belgium, and the task of 
driving them out will be long and 
tedious, even if the allies presently 
succeed along the Aisne. Weeks and 
months of desperate fighting must, 
in the most optimistic view of allied 
prospects, precede any arrival of 
French and British armies on the 
Belgo-German frontier. 

In addition, Germany will all this 
time hold the Belgian gate to 
France, and, if successful against 
Russia, can presently concentrate her 
masses for a new drive at Paris. 

Some Troops Released, 

Another advantage quite as imme- 
diate is that a certain number of 
German troops are now released for 
service in France. The escape of the 
bulk of the Belgian army from Ant- 
werp, however, and its junction with 
British troops between Ostend and 
Ghent, plainly compels the retention 
of a large portion of the army used 
against Antwerp in the north, until 
Ostend is taken. 

Patently, the new fighting just 
breaking out around Ghent is the 
opening of a German drive to com- 
plete the conquest of Belgium. If 
Ostend can be taken, then Germany 
has nothing more to fear from a flank 
attack from the Belgian coast, and 
apart from a minor garrison, her 
whole Belgian army can face south 
to meet the allies. 

In the meantinte, the fighting north 
and west of Lille suggests that the 
Germans, who have also been re- 
ported at Ypres, are driving a wedge 
between the allied armies moving 
north by Arras toward Lille and the 
Anglo-Belgian force standing before 
Ostend. This is preliminary to a 
strong drive at Ostend. As Napoleon 
swept Sir John Moore’s troops back 
to Curunna and then out of Spain 
altogether, the Germans are now

seeking to capture, or at least expel, 

the last organized force in Belgium. 

Probably the struggle along the 

Aisne, so far as the Germans are 

concerned, will remain defensive until 

the Ostend operation is terminated. 
Dutch Complications. 

It remains to consider the possible 
use of Antwerp as a base for at- 
tack upon England. The neutrality 
of the Scheldt is guaranteed by Hol- 
land, but it is unlikely;that Germany 
would listen to Dutch protest if 
there were actual advantage to be 
had by using the river. But passive 
consent on the part of Holland to 
such an attempt would inevitably 
mean the blockade of Holland by 
the British fleet, and the complete 
closing of the single direct avenue 
to the outside world which Germany 
now possesses. 

Napoleon held Antwerp until his 
fall in 1814, but British control of 
the sea made this city an empty 
threat, so far as England was con- 
cerned. If the Germans should de- 
feat the British at sea, then the real 
value of Antwerp to them would be 
established. Until that time, it seems 
destined rather to be an incidental 
annoyance and a future menace in 
the larger view, than an immediate 
peril. 

Antwerp in German hands is, quite 
patently, a guarantee that England 
will continue to fight William II as 
she did Napoleon. More and more 
each day, the war is growing into 
a duel between the German and the 
Briton. In. taking Belgium, Ger- 
many has made a long advance to- 
ward her greatest rival, That she 
will surrender Belgium, unless com- 
pletely defeated, is utterly improb- 
able, for, holding it, she approaches 
the goal she has long sought. 

Like Napoleonic War. 

More than anything else that has 
yet happened, the capture of Ant- 
werp points toward a long war. It 
gives Germany a potential advan- 
tage in her contest with Great Brit- 
ain for world empire, which must 
compel the British people to persist 
in the struggle. The great war 
now, in an even more complete 
fashion, takes on the character of 
the Napoleonic conflict; for England 
the-iesues. are now precisely the 
same. At last, if they failed to per- 
ceive it before, the whole British 
people must now recognize the na- 
ture of the war, and act upon the 


knowledge. 


Yet it is necessary, in conceding the 
extent of German success at Ant- 
werp, to recognize that, for immedi- 
ate purposes, the possession of the 
city ig relatively of minor impor- 
tance. The German purpose has been, 
and must remain, to get to Paris aft- 
er crushing the French military re- 
sources utterly. Save as it releases 
one or two additional army corps, the 
capture of Antwerp does not con- 
tribute to this end. 

A Costly Hindrance. 

From start to finish, the Belgian 

phase of the war has been to Ger- 
many a costly and unforeseen hin- 
drance. Belgium has played against 
William II the role that Spain played 
against Napoleon. At the decisive 
moment of the advance to the Marne, 
the Belgians held troops in their 
Kingdom which were essential to 
German victory in France. Partly in 
consequence of this, the first inva- 
sion was checked and repelled. In 
the time gained, French and British 
reinforcements have come up. Brit- 
ish colonials and Indian troops are 
on the field. 
To this extent Belgium has played a 
tremendcous part in the allied cam- 
paign. Her army is still intact, but 
if its role is henceforth less consid- 
erable, there can yet be no exaggera- 
tion of its previous usefulness, of its 
influence in shaping the events of the 
first 10 weeks of the war.

RUSSIANS DEFEAT

Petrograd Announces Sev-

LONDON, Oct. 12.—A dispatch from 
Amsterdam to Reuter’s Telegram Co., 
Says: 

“A teiegram from Vienna states it Is 
officially announced that the Austrian 
Rapid advance has relieved Przemysl. 
Galicia, of the Russians. The Austriane 
have entered the fortress at all points 
and where the Russians attempted resis- 
tance they were beaten. The Russians 
fled in the direction of the river San, 
attempting to cross at Siniava and 
Lehaysk, where a great number were 
captured.”* 


Russians Announce Several Bodies of 
Germans Were Beaten. 
PETROGRAD, Oct. 12.—The following 
official communication from the of- 

ficial staff was issued today: 

*“VUur cavalry on the front attacked 
today and cut to pieces several bodies 
of German advance guards and took as 
prisoners all those who escaped ex- 
termination, (The place where the bat- 
tle occurred is not mentioned in the 
statement.) ' 

“During the fighting the Russian 
standard bearers, Prince Oleg, a son of 
Grand Duke Constantine, who reached 
the enemy first, was shot through the 
leg and slightly wounded.” 

“On the front in East Prussia, the 
situation is unchanged. The Germans, 
profiting by their railroad communica- 
tions, are trying to hold the positions 
they occupy in the vicinity of the fron- 
tier. 

“Several engagements have taken 
place on the left bank of the Vistula 
during the transportation of troops from 
one side to the other. 

“In Galicia the Austrians have aplit 
up in groups and are operating in va- 
rious directions. In spite’ of the pru- 
dence of their offensive, our cavalry 
succeeded in surprising an Austrian 
division on the march, and, attacking ft 
by a cross fire, dispersed part of it.” 


Allied Fleet Said te Have Sunk Two 
Austrian Boats. 

LONDON, Oct. 12.—A dispatch to the 
Daily Mail from Rome says: 

“It is reported here that the Anglo- 
French fleet off Ragusa, Dalmatia, Fri- 
day sunk two Austrian torpedo boats, 
one of which was escorting a steamship 
laden with munitions of war. Their 
crews were saved. 

“A torpedo boat destroyer is reported 
to have been injured by striking a 
mine.”’ . 


Montenegrins Take Many Austrian 
Prisoners in , Bosnia. 

PARIS, Oct. 12.—A dispatch to the 
Havas Agency from Cettinje says the 
Austrian troops, who, on Oct. 8, fought 
the Montenegrins on the way to Sara- 
jJevo, were 200,000 strong.

Montenegrins Surprise Austrians in 
Battle in Bosnia. 
LONDON, Oct. 12.—A dispatch to 
the Reuter Telegram Co. from Cet- 
tinje gays that on Oct. 7 the Montene- 
grins engaged in the greatest battle 
with the Austrians since the begin- 
ning of the war near Kalenovitch, in 
Bosnia. The Austrians, 20,000 strong, 
tried to cut off the Montenegrin army 
operating toward Sarajevo.

Russia Believes Rumania Now Will 

Cease to Aid Germans. 

PETROGRAD, Oct. 10, via London.— 
An official statement given out today 
expresses the belief that the death Sat- 
urday of King Charles of Rumania re- 
moves an obstacle to the turning of 
Rumania to the cause of the allies, to 
which end recent Russian diplomatic ef- 
forts were unavailing. It is said further 
that the sympathies of the Rumanian 
people, who in the past have shown 
that they were opposed to the cham- 
pioning of Prussia by the late King, will 
now assert themselves. 

Consequently, according to Russian 
authorities, Rumania will cease to men- 
ace Russia by furnishing provisions and 
transporting troops for Germany. 


New British Aeroplane, “Chaser,” 
Travels 150 Miles an Hour. 

LONDON, Oct. 123.—“The English 
aeroplanes have proved to be more 
than equal to those of the Germans,” 
says the Paris correspondent of the 
Times. “Especial success has been 
scored with the new type of English 
aeroplane called the ‘Chaser,’ which is 
capable of developing a speed of 150 
miles an hour and can rise from the 
ground at a very sharp angle. 

“The German anti-airship guns are 
so effective that it is unwise for the 
British or French aviators to fly low- 
er than 6000 feet from the ground. 
The Germans are using a new type 
of bomb, which when it explodes 
leaves a smoke cloud that hangs in 
the air for several minutes, thus en- 
abling the Germans to get the rangs 
of a hostile aeroplane very quickly 
and accurately. 

“An airman, when under fire, has 
to keep up continual glides, sharp 
turns and evolutions in order to pre- 
vent the enemy from gaining an accu- 


rate aim. Looping the loop, however, 
is strictly forbidden.” 


British Marines Had Little 
Chance to Help in Antwerp 

LONDON, Oct. 12.—Thirty British 
bandsmen who had been through the 
siege of Antwerp arrived in London last 
night. They had been serving in the 
trenches as Red Cross helpers, and 
therefore were permitted to return home. 

The bandsmen describe the effect of 
the great German siege guns as terrible, 
and say Antwerp suffered severely. The 
British marines, they declare, did not 
get a chance to do much, ag the battle 
was chiefly an artillery duel. The Ger- 
mans’ fire was very accurate. 

‘The German guns,” said one of the 
bandsmen, ‘‘were superior to those of the 
Belgians. Our losses, however, were not 
considerable.”’

WASHINGTON, Oct. 12.

Bureau, owing to the interruption

Asiatic. ports because of the war 
in Europe. 

Interruption of cable service to 
Alaska has further complicated the 
bureau's task, it is stated, and pre- 
dictions will be made only for pe- 
riods of 3% and 48 hours until reg- 
ular reports again are available. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 12.—President 
Wilson today gave assurance that 
American merchants trading in Europe 
would have the Government back of 
them to the limit of their rights and 
that he did not expect there would be 
any interference on the part of the na- 
tions at war. . 

The Presidént told callers that the sit- 
uation affecting conditional contraband 
was righting itself. but that it was 


bound to be “somewhat fluid,’ because 
of changing conditions and the right of 
nations at war to put the ban on ar- 
ticles from time to time. 

President Wilson said that from what 
he could learn, the great bulk of busi- 
ness was progressing normally. Business 
affected by the cotton situation, he add- 
ed, had been most affected, but he ex- 
pected an improvement. 

Plan Afoot to Arrange Credits. 

Explaining the expected visit here of 
Sir George Paish, British financial ex- 
pert, in an effort to arrange credits 
between the United States and En- 
gland, President Wilson said today the 
Government was seeking to keep com- 
merce moving though as yet no general 
plans had»been werked out. 

The President saia that, as far as 
he knew, men from other nations had 
not been invited to come to America 
for a conference on credit conditions. 
Some countries, he added, are not in 
a position to take part in such a 
movement, and the object of the Wash- 
ington Government is to be practicable 
and attend to that part of the world’s 
commerce which can be kept moving. 

The President will acknowledge 
the receipt of French protests against 
alleged German atrocities, transmitted 
to the State Department last week, 
without attempting to pass judgment. 
He told callers today that similar 
treatment would be given to all such 
representations from the nations at 
war. 

No New Peace Move Started. 

Various reports abvut efforts of the 
Washington Government to _ initiate 
peace negotiations between the warring 
European nations were set at rest to- 
day when the President told callers 
that he had made no direct peace rep- 
resentations to any of the powers since 
his first note tendering the good of- 
fices of the United States. 


British Aviator Bombarded Zeppelis 
Shed im Face of Heavy Fire. 
OSTEND, Oct. 12.—Details have just 
been learned of the raid on the Zep- 
pelin airship hangars by Commander 
Spencer Grey and Lieuts. Marix and 
Sippe of the British aviation squadron 
last week. Leaving Antwerp Thurs- 
day afternoon after the bombardment 
of the city, these officers decided to 
make German territory and do what 
damage they could before being forced 
to retire, as they would obviously have 

to do within a few hours. 

Lieut. Marix started for Dusseldorf, 
flying at-a height of 5000 feet in order 
tc escape the fire of the Germans, 
which is continual at any lower eleva- 
tion. From this height he succeeded 
in locating the Dusseldorf Zeppelin 
sheds, over which he circled three 
times. He descended a thousand feet 
during his reconnoissance and _ then 
volplaned almost straight down at the 
rate of nearly 120 miles an hour until 
he was only a few hundred feet above 
the hangars. He released a couple of 
bombs as he came down. 

The German response was a furious 
bombardment with Maxims. Bullets cut 
the steering wires so that the rudder 
of the aeroplane became jammed and 
one of the elevation control wires was 
damaged. By warping the wings of the 
machine it was still possible, however, 
to steer the aeroplane in a wide arch. 
One bullet passed through the front 
of Marix’s cap. but did not hurt him. 
The wings of the aeroplane were 
pierced in a dozen places. 

On looking around when he had got 
the machine under control, Marix saw 
the hangars in a sheet of flame. He

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BOMBS DROPPED IN 
PARIS TODAY: FOUR

Missiles That Fall Between Two 
Crowded Trains Fail to 
Explode, 


By Associated Press. 
PARIS, Oct. 1.—A German aeroplane 


at 10:15 this morning dropped bombs 
between two railroad trains that were 
in the act of pulling out of the North- 
ern railroad station. The missiles did 
not explode and were later for~nd tz- 
bedded two feet in the earth. 

The trains were crowded with pas- 
sengers. 

It was announced officially later in 
the day that a taube aeroplane had 
flown over Paris: this morning and 
dropped six bombs. Five French avia- 
tors went 


has been formed to deal with German 
aviators. 

A bomb also was dropped by a Ger- 
man aviator at St. Quen, a suburb of 
Paris, but it also did not explode. This 
missile fell withih a short distance of 
a large paint factory, where there is a 
gasoline tank with a capacity of 80,000 
gallons. 

Measures were taken today looking to 
the prevention of bomb dropping. The 
first thing was the appointment of Gen. 
Hirschauver to take charge of the aerial 
defense of the city. Gen. Hirschauer is 
an aeronautic expert. He organized 
last year the aerial branch of the army 
service. sater a number of deputies 
met at the call of Deputy Denys Cochin 
to consider various means of render- 
ing the city more secure from aero- 
plane attacks. The creation of aerial 
squadrons stationed at cardinal points 
to be always ready to dash after the 
aircraft of the enemy as they should 
be signaled approaching the city; the 
arming of fast monoplanes with quick- 
firing guns and the telephoning of 
warnings by residents of the capital to 
the French Aero Club, which is now 
under military control, were among the 
suggestions discussed. Finally M. Co- 
chin sent a telegram to Bordeaux urg- 
ing the i~mediate adoption of -effica- 
cious measures with the view of reas- 
suring the peopte. 

Twenty bombs, dropped in different 
quarters of Paris by two German avia- 
tors yesterday, killed four civilians and 
injured 20 others, of whom 12 were 
women and girls. The vroperty dam- 
age was small. 

The airmen appeared soon after noon. 
One began the attack by dropping a 
bomb near the Northern Railway ter- 
minal, another in the Rue St. Lazare, 
and a third, which landed at the rear 
of the Cathedral of Notre Dame. Three 
more bombs were dropped by the same 
ailfman in the vicinity of the Bourse 
and one house was set on fire. One 
bomb struck within 100 yards af a build- 
ing occupled by American newspaper 
offices. 

The second aeroplane also flew over 
the cathedral, dropping four bombs, one 
of which fell on the roof of the ca- 
thedral, but failed to explode.

CORRESPONDENTS’ DIARIES 
TELL A GRAPHIC STORY 


OF SIEGE 


OF ANTWERP 


W hen First Shell Exploded in City, the soul 


Town Seemed to Shake— British Aid, 


Hurriedly Sent, 


Was Too Late. 


LONDON, Oct. 12.—The story of the 
siege of Antwerp, told in the form of 
a diary, which chronicles the events 
taking place between Oct. 2 and Oct. 8, 
inclusive, has been sent to the Morning 
Post by its Antwerp correspondent. The 
diary follows: 

Oct. 2—The position seemed prac- 
tically hopeless—the southern sec- 
tion of forts having been subdued 
and the Belgian field artillery being 
unable to stand out against the 
heavier German guns—and the sur- 
render of the city on Saturday (Oct. 
8) seemed likely until this evening, 
when news came that British help 
was arriving. So great was the pow- 
er of the British name that spirits 
at once rose, both among the popu- 
lace and the soldiers. 

Oct. 3—A wave of almost fanatical 
confidence runs over the city. Prep- 
arations for the departure of the 
Government have been suspended 
anc the word has been passed that 
the situation is saved. The King and 
Queen are still in the city. 

Oct. 4-The cheerfulness continues. 
The churches were crowded all day. 
There is a luil in the German at- 
tack. The first British forces actual- 
ly to arrive were sent at once to 
trenches in the hottest corner of the 
defense position at Lierre. Very 
tough fighters are these first of the 
British forces. Their Sunday night 
werk was one of the bright incidents 
ef the siege. Whey held the trenches 
under a gallirmy artillery fire, which 
was so well directed as to be proof 
that spies within Antwerp had given 
to the Germans the positions. When 
the Germans ventured out into the 
open we mowed them down. Scarcely 
one of them got back safely. The 
map shows that the German attack 
necessarily was centered at Lierre, 
because this route was the one of- 
fered the least water resistance to 
the advice of big guns. Therefore 
the real issue of the battle was to 
hold the Nethe River. 

British Assistance Too Late. 
Oct. 56—All day Monday the Nethe 
River was held with the help of fur- 
ther British reinforcements, but 
events proved that this powerful aid, 
which would have been sufficient a 
week earlier, was not sufficient now 
when a section of the ortifications 
already has been silenced. The out- 
er suburbs begin to suffer from the 
shell fire, but confidence is still gen- 
eral in the city. 

Oct. 6.—The German circle of 
fire tightens on the city; stern 
facts have eaten into owr confi- 
dence. The men on the front 
stand the gruelling punishment 
without being able to see the 
enemy. The men’s nerves are 
fagged out and tormented. At 
the Malines gate there clamors a 
great horde of refugees from sub- 
urban towns. The crowd for a 
time was Kept back by the sol- 
diers. Antwerp’s own chiefs also 
are fleeing in terror. The news- 
papers announce the situation is 
grave. The bulk of the people 
have set about preparations for 
departure. 

Oct. 7.—The newspapers today pub- 
lish official advices to the populace 
as to their behavior during the 
bombardment. The city’s gas hold- 
ers have been emptied. The ani- 
mals in the zoo have been killed. 
Men go about the streets killing 
homeless dogs. The hospitals are 
being emptied and the staffs of the 
legations and most of the Consuls 
are departing. There is hardly a 
carriage of any kind left in the city. 
The telegraph office ig closed, the 
civil guard having been disarmed, 
and newspapers have ceased pub- 
lication. On the front of the Nethe 
the line has been abandoned. The 
partial retirement from the field 
was followed by the reduction of 
seceral forts. Fort Broecheim was 
the last of the Southern forts to go. 
The German artillery. has pushed 
forward. A Belgian staff officer 
made this explanation: 

“We were outclassed in artillery 
from the first. As a consequence the 
Germans were able to destroy a sec- 
tion of the outer forts. When the 
British aid arrived the situation was 
almost hopeless. 

‘The troubles of the staff are add- 
ed to by the fact that the Germans 
are kept advised by spies on the 
actual battleground of our position.” 

Whole City Seemed to Shake. 

Uct. 38.—The bombardment of 
the city proper was commenced 
at 1 o'clock this morning with 
the Germans’ 28-centimeter 
(10.92 inches) guns. When the 
first of these shelis ezploded in 
the southern quarter the whole 
city seemed shaken by the con- 
cussion. The people poured out 
into the streets and began a 
amurried flight. The night was 
clear aa moenlit, with the glare 
from burning houses adding to 
the illumination. Occasionally 
the shriek of a woman or the 
wail of a child broke in upon the 
Hetless plodding of the fugitives. 
Shells came in clusters of six, very 
methodically, into one particular 


at Hoboken.

Oct. 1—The Lierre forts destroyed. 
The German infantry attacks were 
repulsed with heavy losses.

Population Urged to Surrender. 
Oct.2—There was a heavy bom- 


bardment of the Belgian trenches. 
The Belgians retired at night .in 
good order and lined the River 
Nethe. The Germans began to oc- 
cupy the outer ring forts. A Ger- 
man aeroplane flew over the city 
and dropped pamphlets urging the 
inhabitants to surrender and save 
themselves suffering. 

Oct. 8 Arrival of fresh British 
troops who relieved fatigued Bel- 
giuns on the southeastern section. 
Here the Germans concentrated 
their attack, which is now almost 
exclusively an artillery attack. 

Oct. 4—Quiet until evening, when 
the Germans began a furious bom- 
bardment of Lierre and the river 
bank trenches. 

Oct. 5—The Germans cross the 
river and occupy Lierre and Duffel. 
The main Belgian army began re- 
tirement westward. 

Oct. 6—Departure of King Albert, 
the Government and the Foreign 
Ministers. Heavy bombardment of 
the allied position. The allied troops 
retired during the night on second 
line of forts. 

Oct. 7—Gov. Gen. de Guise an- 
nounces that a bombardment of the 
city is imminent. The Germans em- 
place batteries for their purpose and 
at midnight a heavy bombardment 
begins. 

Oct. 8—Exodus of the population. 
The bombardment of the town is 
continued with violence. The petrol 
tanks are ablaze. Berchem, a south- 
ern suburb, is in flames as also are 
many houses in the city. The de- 
fending troops on the southwest sec- 
tion are offering violent resistance. 
It is decided to evacuate the city 
and the British and Belgian forces 
leave during the night. 

Oct. 83—The fall and occupation of 
Antwerp. 

British Arrived Sunday. 

‘It will thus be seen that the Ger- 
mans took a fortnight to drive their 
wedge into the southeastern section of 
the defenses,’’ the correspondent con- 
tinues, ‘“‘and this speaks volumes for the 
stubbornness of the defense. British 
marines were hurried across last Sun- 
day and convoyed to Antwerp with all 
speed. With them were some blue- 
jackets. They came without overcoats 
or kits, but cheerfully endured the cold 
and rain as well as the pulverizing fire. 

“Their reception all around was most 
enthusiastic. 

“After Monday it was merely a ques- 
tion of enduring the terrible fire as long 
as possible. A large proportion of the 
Belgian troops went westward Monday 
and Tuesday to insure an eventual line 
of retreat. A large additional force of 
British marines arrived Tuesday morn- 
ing. 

“Eventually the Germans mounted 
their 42-centimeter (16.38 inches) guns. 
They were enabled to fire with great ac- 
curacy, thanks to their observation bal- 
loons, although owing to the cold and 
heavy rain their operations were some- 
times suspended. The British naval 
gunners brought one balloon down with 
a round of lyddite after shrapnel had 
proved ineffective. 

“Ability to hit back weight for weight 
was one crying need at Antwerp, whose 
fate points to one irresistible conclusion 
—that the day of forts is over. The sup- 
posed impregnable forts proved broken 
reeds against the giant howitzers. 

“One of Brialmont’s great works san 
almost bodily from sight in consequence 
of the cavities made all around its foun- 
dations by the terrific explosions. The 
others are shattered beyond recognition. 

“I understand that the British naval 
forces saved all its wounded and guns. 
The Belgian army is still intact.”

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MASS FIGHTING PROVES 
MOST EFFECTIVE, SAYS 
AN AMERICAN OBSERVER 


Special Correspondence of the Post- 
Dispatch. 

LONDON, Sept. 22.—Speaking of the 
battle of Mons, an English soldier, one 
of the few survivors of his company, 
said to an American in the field hos- 
pital at Amiens: 

“We thought the Germans were 40 
years behind the times; they are 40 
years ahead.’* And according to an 
American military expert, there is a 
solid basis of truth in Tommy Atkins’ 
statement. The Germans apparently 
knew what they were about, he thinks, 
when they refused to generalize too 
much from the Philippine, Boer and 
Russo-Japanese wars. 

Campaigning in a populous country 
with a perfect road system and a 


hazy atmosphere is quite different from 


open country dis- 
tinguished by dry, clear air and a sharp 
horizon. Too little is yet known of 
the actual fighting in Europe for ac- 
curate deductions, nevertheless, certain 
facts are apparent which will have their 
cffect upon military practice in the 
United States. 

The outstanding facts so far notice- 
able are the terrible effect of siege ar- 
tillery in the field, the weakness of 
open order fighting when a vast num- 
ber of men are available, the compara- 
tive failure of aeronautics as pictured 
in popular imagination, and the im- 
mense advantage of thorough prelimi- 
nary training. 


Artillery a Surprise. 
Germany's great surprise in this war 


has been her artillery. The superiority 
of her army organization was already 
known to the world, and this superiority 
and her perfect preparation were reck- 
oned, and properly, her greatest assets. 
It was also known that’she had ll-inch 
howitzers, but they were supposed to 
be siege guns to be used against con- 
erete forts and nothing else. As such 
they more than surpassed expectations 
at Namur. But the mobility of these 
big guns had not even been suspected 
by foreign critics, and their use as field 
artillery came as a great shock to the 
allies. 

In the old days, artillery stood in ex- 
posed positions, as the aim was taken 
directly at the enemy. Consequently jit 
could be captured by infantry and even 
cavalry. But now artillery fire is di- 
rected from concealed positions at a 
high angle, and is exceedingly difficult 
for the enemy to find. And this is the 
most important use to which the aero- 
plane has been put. As the wounded 
British describe the fighting at Mons, 
when their army came so close to being 
wiped out, they had very little trouble 
in keeping the German infantry in check 
until the aeroplanes signaled the correct 
rang. Then the men were simply blast- 
ed out of the trenches. The artillery so 
far captured appears to have been 
abandoned in retreat. 

The standard American field gun is the 
three-inch, as are the jackass batteries 
substituted in mountainous country. But 
the inferior roads of America would 
render the use of the great German 
howitzers impracticable. When the Ger- 
mans have been unable to get their 
great weapons into action, French field 
artillery has proved superior because 
allowing for more rapid movement than

Artillery has now regained 
its old prestige. It settled the battle at 
Mons without any doubt. 


German Lacks Aim, 
To come to infantry, on which the ul- 


timate decision in all wars rests, the 
German fighting unit appears to be in- 
ferior to the English or French. He 
fires without aiming and does not make 
a sufficient use of cover. But what the 
German infantryman lacks individually 
is attoned for by the perfect discipline 
under which he and his fellows act. 
American tradition trusts a great deal 
to the individual, a relic no doubt of 
frontier fighting. The German. theory 
trusts nothing to the individual, and 
considers it less important that men 
should be sacrificed through a mistake 
in their disposition than that they 
should take it on themselves to override 
the orders of a superior. 

Much has been said by newspaper 
critics on the subject of close order 
fighting. America learned open order, 
as well as the art of ,taking the best 
advantage of cover, from the Indians. 
And in the Civil War the skirmish line 
grew of more and more importance until 
it became the battle @der in the last 
phase of the struggle.

Data are yet lacking as to the ef- 
fectiveness of the bayonet.

Too much 
has perhaps been made of the pre- 
cision of the modern rifles. Each 
rifle develops eccentricities from day 
to day, and in battle there is no way 
to ascertain the errors or to get an 
accurate range, especially in a damp 
country where the bullets raise no 
dust. Yet a well-placed rifle fire 
does tell, and this is the only thing 
that saved the British forces from 
annihilation at Mons. The old Boer 
trick of naming a certain number 
of sharpshooters to fire at will, in 
an endeavor to pick off officers, 
while the remainder sent in volleys, 
proved a disastrous surprise to the 
Germans. The old saying that it takes 
a ton of lead to kill a man is still 
true. It is estimated there is one hit 
in every 2500 shots, as accuracy of 
instrument is overcome by the great- 
er distance of fire.

“Prisoners Ordered Shot.” 

“The following notification to his 
troops by one of the French army com- 
manders bears upon the German meth- 
od of warfare: ‘The Germans have 
forced some prisoners of war to remain 
in their trenches.

as have also the great number of reads 
winding down the hillside facing north 
and leading across the meadows, which 
afford the only channels of approach to 
our troops on the north side. 

“In regard to the villages, one point 
which strikeg the eye is their compact- 
ness, for in most of them the houses 
are Clustered together in one mass, out- 
lying houses being rare. They line the 
roads sometimes almost entirely on one 
side. There are also outlying chateaus 
and farms quite isolated. 

Slopes Thickly Wooded, 

“The other main topographical fea- 
tures of the valley are two railways 
and a canal, Generally speaking, the 
slopes forming the north side of the 
valley are steeper than those of the 
south, but in other respects the two 
sides are very similar.. Both_are equally 
cut up into spurs and subsidiary vali- 
leys, the chief of the latter, on the 
south, being formed by the water 
course of the Vesle, which extends 
southeastward through Braisne. 

“Both on the north and south the 
slopes leading down to the Aisne are 
thickly wooded in patches, the woods 


in some places stretching away back | 


and over the edge of the plateau for 
some distance. On account of the exist- 
ence of these woods on the edges of the 
slopes on our bank of the river, it 
at many points only possible to obtain 
glimpses of the short trenches of the 
opposite slopes, while the woods on that 
side screen large portions of the top of 
the plateau on the north. 

“Owing to the concealment afforded 
to the Germans’ fire trenches and gun 
emplacements by the wood and to the 
fact that nearly all the bridges and 
roads leading to them as well as a 
great part of the southern slopes are 
open to their fire, the position held by 
them is a very strong one. 

“Except for the patches of woods the 
Terrain generally is unenclosed. No 
béundaries between the fields exist as 
in England. There are ditches here 
and there, but no hedges, wire fences 
or walls except und enclosures in 
the villages. A large proportion of 
the woods, however, are enclosed by 
high rabbit netting, which is in some 
places supported by iron stanchions. 

Caves Are Numerous, 

“A feature of this part of the coun- 
try, one which is not confined to the 
neighborhood of the Aisne, is the large 
number of caves, both natural and arti- 
ficial, and quarries. These are of great 
service to the forces on both sides, 
since they can often be used as shel- 
tered accommodation for the troops in 
the second line. 

“Other points worthy of note are the 
existence of the metaled roads, though 
the metaled portion is very narrow and 
the comparative ease with which one 
can find his way about even without a 
map. This is due partly to the pre- 
vailing straightness of the roads, part- 
ly to the absence of hedgea There are 
sign posts on all cross roads while 
the name of each village is posted in a 
conspicuous place at the entry and ex- 
it of the main highway passing through 
3.”

BUULDER FALLS ON 
IRAIN, 3 PERSONS 
KILLED; 14 HURT 


Steel Coach on Denver & Rio 
Grande Crushed as Boulder 
Drops 100 Feet. 


DENVER, Colo., Oct. 12.—Three men 
passengers were killed and 14 persons 
hurt Sunday when a mass of rock, 
weighing 20 tons, dropped from a preci- 
pice upon a passing Denver & Rio 
Grande train, near Grand Junction, 
Colo. 

The train, which left Denver at 5: 
yesterday afternoon, was running 
high speed when a rock struck 
coupling between the tender and smok- 
ing car, parting the train. Before the 
automatic air brakes had brought the 
rear section to a stop a huge boulder 
crashed upon the smoking car and day 
coach, shattering the roofs and crump- 
ling the steel walls. 

At the point where the wreck 
curred the tracks run at the foot of the 
cliffs parallel with the Grand River. 
Much of the wreckage of the two cars 
was precipitated into the swift moun- 
tain stream. 

Those killed were Harris Braddock 
of Chicago, T. C. Lidkins, branch man- 
ager at Grand Junction for the Ride- 
nour-Baker Grocery Co. of Kansas 
City, and H. R. Holingsbrey, a Puebio 
traveling man. The injured were 
treated by doctors and nurses taken to 
the scene from Grand Junction on relief

The only clue 
which would give a possible indication 
for the cause was a bulky bundle of 
papers showing extensive dealings in 
grain through a Chicago broakerage 
house. 

Wood's friends ascribe his peculiari- 
tles, which have been growing more 
pronounced ever since his election to 
this office two years ago, to the effects 
of a blow which he received over the 
head in Chicago several years ago as a 
result of a political feud. The fight 
took place downtown and it was alleged 
that Representative John J. McLaugh- 
lin struck the blow. Suit for damages 
was brought, but the difficulties were 
settled out of court. 

There has been intense feeling between 
the two men since, and during the last 
session of the General Assembly Mc- 
Laughlin and Woods clashed many 
times, especially over appropriations for 
the secretary’s office.

Dunne and 
gradually became more and more vio- 
lent in his denunciation of the Gover- 
nor’s policy, especially on the subject 
of appointments. He himself paid lit- 
tle attention to the civil service laws 
and soon had succeeded in ridding his 

Office of all its civil service employes.

WIFE REFUSES 10. 


AID HUSBAND'S 
EFENSE IN KILLING 


Mrs, John Hauck Says He Had 
No Good Reason to Shoot 
William Sweeney. 


John Hauck, who shot and killed Wil- 


liam Sweeney in the room of his wife, 
Mrs. Maud Hauck, at 1509 Walnut street, 
yesterday morning, relies on his wife to 
substantiate his story that he killed 
Sweeney for breaking up his home, but 
Mrs. Hauck told the police he need not 
rely on her to save his neck from the 
gallows. 

Hauck formerly conducted a grocery 
at 109 Walnut street and lived with his 
wife and 7-year-old son in a room be- 
hind the store. Sweeney lived with 
his mother in the upstairs flat. Hauck 
says he left his wife because he 
learned that she was receiving Swee- 
ney’s attentions. He went to live at 
1600 Olive street. 

His wife continued to live back of the 
storeroom and worked at a department 
store to support herself and her son. 

Hauck says he went to the Walnut 
street house yesterday morning and let 
himself in with a key through the 
storeroom and entered his wife’s room 
Sweeney was lying, fully clothed, asleep 
on a couch. His wife told him to go 
away and make no trouble and that 
when Sweeney awoke she would order 
him out. When Sweeney had gone sho 
would raise the window curtain as a 
signal to her husband. 

He went to his room and obtained his 
revolver. He says he did this because 
he feared Sweeney would attack Mrs. 
Hauck when she ordered him out. He 
returned at 9:30, bringing some coffee 
cake and apples. The curtain was raised. 

He entered and found Sweeney still 

sleeping there. He awoke Sweeney and 
ordered him to leave. Sweeney, he 
says, said to him: “You have got to 
keep away from your wife or it will be 
my neck or yours" and started toward 
him. Hauck shot him. 
She says that when her husband was 
living with her she had to appeal to 
Sweeney and his mother for protection, 
but that her husband had no ground to 
be jealous. 

Sunday morning at 3 o’clock, she said, 
there was a pounding at her door. She 
opened it and Sweeney staggered in, 
drunk, and fell on a couch and went to 
sleep. 

When her husband came she asked 
him to go out and get some eggs. He 
went for his revolver and when he re- 
turned he awakened Sweeney. 

They quarreled and Hauck went out 
into the side yard. As Sweeney went 
out through the door Hauck shot him. 

Sweeney’s mother is in a dying condi- 
tion at the Walnut street house. In- 
formation of her son’s death has been 
kept from her.

Your “employ- 
ment wanted” columns contain many appeals 
from people who claim to be skilled and well 
trained. I suggert that you spend a little time 
in interviewing some of the thousands who are 
daily in the vicinity of the Post-Dispatch build- 
ing at about 12:45 p. m. eagerly scanning your 
“help wanted" column. You will, I believe, have 
no trouble in finding a variety of trained and 
skilled unemployed. 

For the past year I have constantly drawn on 
my bank account in order to make ends meet. I 
am personally acquainted with several men who 
are having the rame experience. I have had a 
college education and have spent several years 
in training myself for a definite line of work. 
Incompetency or lack of training has not entered 
into my troubles. At the present time I am doing 
nothing. 

What is needed in St, Louls and everywhere 
else in the United States is jobs, not learning. 
We have had too much tariff tinkering. 

About two years from now I think the “em- 


ployment wanted” columns will be less crowded, 
but I do not believe that your advice to the un- 


skilled will have caused the shrinkage. A. R.

The object of the McCarthy resolution in the 
House of Delegates, providing for an investiga- 
tion of the alleged bottling of the city approach 
te the municipal bridge is patent. It is another 
trick of the old A. & M. gang to revive public 
suspicion and prejudice and thus postpone the 
completion of the bridge by defeating the bridge 
bonds.

Put the bridge to work. 
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THAT SUBMARINE STORY. 

Herbert B. Swope, a newspaper man formerly of 
St. Louis, did a first-class day’s work when he 
obtained Capt. Weddingen’s own account of the 
latter’s sinking of the British cruisers, Hogue, 
Cressy and Aboukir with the famous U9 subma- 
rine. The story, which was furnished to readers 
of the Post-Dispatch yesterday, was easily the big 
war feature of the day’s voluminous output. As a 
reportorial achievement the obtaining of the 
story, with the permission of the German Admir- 
alty, stands out notably among the many which 
have characterized the American news-handling 
of the war. 

The war has turned up nothing more heroic 
than Capt. Weddingen’s exploit, and nothing more 
readable, vivid and thrilling than his narative. 
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COLD STORAGE FOR THE PEOPLE. 

Apples are cheap now in St. Louis—not as cheap 
as they ought to be when the price paid the or- 
chard men and the supply still awaiting shipment 
in the Ozarks and on the hills of Calhoun County 
is considered, but still fairly cheap. 

But we know that the price demanded at pres- 
ent of the consumer will have little relation to 
the price demanded of him at midwinter. Other 
varieties of fruit, plentiful now, will be scarce 
then. The big doors of the cold storage houses 
will be opened and apples will be fed out to the 
public at prices that will give more for storing 
and handling than the orchardist got for raising 
them. 

The tens of thousands of St. Louis flat dwell- 
ers, of course, lack the accommodations at home 
permitting them to buy barreled apples now at 
low prices and to keep them for consumption in 
the winter when prices are high. However, if 
they lived in Cleveland, they would have the ben- 
efit of facilities provided by the municipality ex- 
pressly to make up to the modern city resident 
his lack of storage space at home. Cleveland has 
a commodious cold storage warehouse, maintained 
as a part of its public market system. 

The householder there can buy apples now at 
from $1.50 to $2 a barrel and have them pre- 
served for six months at a cost of 40 cents. He 
can have 30 dozen eggs preserved eight months for 
40 cents or 100 pounds of butter preserved six 
months for 15 cents. He can, as the householder 
of a generation ago used to do, lay in supplies 
for the entire winter and have them kept fresh for 
him for a small fraction of the profit demanded 
of him later by dealers. 
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ONLY COLORADO IS NOW IN MEXIOO. 

For a long time, and in several states, American 
mine owners have been permitted to usurp mili- 
tary authority and suspend civil law, in the con- 
venient Mexican fashion, while they adjusted 
labor strikes on their own terms. Like the Mex- 
ican bandit leaders, they assumed and exercised 
the right to organize private armies, and to kill, 
imprison, depert or otherwise crush all who 
opposed their will. 

Montana has returned from Mexico. Montana’s 
Supreme Court has defied the Eastern corporate 
owners of Montana mines and declared the su- 
premacy of the State Constitution over all armea 
usurpers. 

Now if Colorado’s Supreme Court will take the 
first occasion to do likewise, as the Mexicans 
themselves give promise of doing, the United 
States Government will feel at liberty to remove 
its troops from both places. 
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KING CAROL AND RUMANIA. 

Until sad’ prominence was forced upon Albert 
of Belgium, Carol of Rumania was the most ro- 
mantic kingly figure in Europe. His death comes 
at a time critical to the peace of his country and 
the continental balance of power. 

When William of Prussia in 1866 forbade his 
young relative to become Rumania’s reigning 
Prince, he consulted Bismarck. “Of course you 
will obey,” said the astute statesman. “However, 
if you should go and become a ‘fact accom- 
So resigning at 
the frontier his Prussian commission, the young 
Prince, with a forged passport and his initial 
marks pulled out of his linen, worked his way 
with one companion through Austria, then pre- 
paring for war with Prussia, in the guise of a 
merchant of Odessa. Arriving in Bucharest, he 
succeeded for almost 40 years in proving the great 
chancellor, in this instance, also wiser than his 
royal master. 

A valiant leader ia war, combining Hohenzol- 
lern steadiness with the dash of his mother’s 
French ancestry, King Carol thrice in grave 
emergencies showed that he know how to wait. 
In 1877 he withstood popular pressure until Rus- 


sia offered him his own terms before attacking 


: 


Turkey. When he did attack it was as the com- 
mander of the joint armies and the hero of 
Plevna. But the bad treatment of Rumania at 
the Berlin Congress, when Besarabia was taken 
from her and a strip of the Dobrudja substituted, 
made her for years antagonistic to Russia. 

Again in the Balkan wars the Rumanian King 
kept his country out of the carnage; near the end 
a bloodless march into Buiguria easily won an- 
other strip of Dobrukja. The report was probably 
cerrect in imputing to him the wish to keep his 
land neutral or favorable to Germany in the pres- 
ent encounter. He has been a friend of the Triple 
Alliance. 

Before the war of 1877 Edward VII, then Prince 
of Wales, asked Princess Elizabeth, “Carmen Syl- 
via,” upon which side Rumania would be found 
in case of conflict. ‘With the strongest, of 
course,” she replied. If that cynical spirit pre- 
vails in Rumanian policy now it may precipitate 
the richest and most powerful country of the 
Balkans into war. 
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ANTWEERP’S SPECTACULAR FALL 

Not since thé siege of Paris has there been a 
bombardment of any European city as large as 
Antwerp, which, at the beginning of the war, had 
300,000 inhabitants, with 50,000 more in its sub- 
urbs. 

This investment may not become as famous as 
the one of 44 years ago, for the war is young yet 
and attacks on even larger cities may come, with 
results of still greater horror. Just now the. im- 
pression it is having on the world is the natural 
impression of the most spectacular operation to 
date of the whole spectacular war. It took only 
11 days to do a work that required 182 days at 
Paris in 1870-71. 

On Antwerp were utilized the same general 
plan of attack and the same formidable artillery 
originally prepared for a second assault on the 
French capital. And what has happened on the 
Scheldt this fall is precisely what would have 
happened on the Seine but for the check at the 
Marne River—is what might happen if one of 
our own great commercial cities should become 
an object of attack. 

The same procession of wretched citizens, 
crazed with fear and exhausted with suffering, 
might have made their way out of St. Louis 
toward St. Charles or Jefferson City, had in- 
vaders penetrated this far in a campaign against 
our territory. Having read about Antwerp, we 
can imagine what Chicago, burning again, would 
lcok like under a rain of 16-inch shells. We 
can picture New York’s population cowering 
while lightning strokes were descending on them 
from airships inaccessible in the sky. 

Art loses less by the capture than was feared. 
Antwerp being a seat of the arts as well as of 
commerce. It greatest treasure, Rubens’ “De- 
scent From the Cross,” was removed along with 
other priceless works to a place of safety. How- 
ever, the world, which already had been ren- 
dered so much poorer by this terrific war, is left 
by the bombardment still poorer in some of the 
things that are really worth while. 

And, while London may minimize as much as 
it will, the Germans gain a notable military ad- 
vantage, besides the prestige and encouragement 
accruing from the success of a well-thought-out 
and painstakingly executed project. 
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ODORS CAN BE EX.IMINATED. 

There is no question but the foul odors generat- 
ed in East St. Louis meat packing plants and 
stockyards can be abated. It is done in huge 
plants municipally operated in Glasgow, Dresden 
and many other European cities. 

Only in American and Mexican cities are meat 
packers permitted to pollute the air for multitudes 
of people in order to save the cost of installing 
sanitary devices demanded by the most ordinary 
considerations of good neighborhood and civic 
decency. 

Mayor Kiel is strongly to be commended for his 
stated purpose to bring suit in the name of this 
‘ity for the abatement of the nauseous and un- 
realthful nuisance across the river. 
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A MILITIA USURPATION CHECKED. 

The Montana Supreme Court rules that the con- 
viction and sentence for rioting of Daniel Gillis by 
a courtmartial of National Guard officers are il- 
legal and void. He must be dealt with accord- 
ing to the ordinary processes of the criminal law. 

The case, which originated during the union 
troubles at Butte, ought to go far toward restor- 
ing a reign of reason during strike troubles every- 
where. That the Governors of states are em- 
powered, not only to decree martial law during 
periods of temporary violence, but to supersede 
the constitutional judiciary of their states with 
militia officers detailed to courtmartial duty is a 
recent and highly dangerous theory that has 
gained vogue in some parts of the country, par- 
ticularly in West Virginia and Colorado. The 
militia, called out to throw the weight of the 
State’s authority on the side of employers, usurps 
also the function of determining justice as be- 
tween the parties in controversary. Nobody ever 
heard of a law-defying employer being railroaded 
to prison by a courtmartial of the State troops. 

The Montana decision is in accord with all 
found conceptions of the law entertained in the 


past.

GLIMPSES OF MARS’ HATEFULNESS. 

The Rev. Dr. L. O. Hartman, an American Sun- 
day school worker, was in Semlin at the begin- 
ning of the Belgrade bombardment and saw, at 
least heard, the very first. shot fired in the great 
war. He had been in Budapest when war was de- 
clared and, making his way by rail to Semlin 
thereafter, had exceptional opportunities for ob- 
serving details of the mobilization. While in St. 
Louis en route to India, Dr. Hartman said: 

Freight cars were chiefly used in convey- 

ing the Hungarian troops to the Servian 
frontier. Im many of the cars 100, even 160, 
soldiers were packed and ghey were cften 
compelled to ride 24 hours standing up. A 
thought whose intrusion could not be resisted 
was the resemblance to cattle cars crowded 
with livestock on American railroads. And 
another saddening thought that could not be 
resisted was that these poor fellows likewise 
were being hurried to the slaughter house. 

If some of the glimpses afforded us by return- 
ing travelers of wartime conditions abroad are 
harsh, even grewsome, they are not without a 
useful purpose. They help to an understanding 
of what war means—help to make war hateful. 
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PEACE PRAYERS FOR ALL,

The freedom of movement made possi- 
ble by the size of our Sunday paper 
prompted all the combatants to try 
something new, but there was no great 
change in the situation. The allies still 
hold the first page, the Germans the 
second page, tne Russians the third and 
fourth pages, and the Austrians and 
Japanese such odd corners of the paper 
as serve the unique purposes of those 
junior partners.

The deadlock in that part of the pane’ 
cannot go on indefinitely. Both armies 
are continually reinforcing, and it can- 
not be very long row until one of two 
things happens: Either the one army or 
the other will rout the opposition, or the

In 
a few days the outer skin should loosen 
and peel off, as dead skin, almost im- 
perceptibly, and the freckles disap- 
pear. After they have gone the skin 
should be bath several times a day 
with a solution of borax.
